stemming  from  the  line  to  trace  his  connection  with  it.  Search 
for  material  used  in  this  study  was  the  chief  objective  of 
vacation  trips  from  1935  through  19*+ 7 *  Added  to  the  usual 
tourist  delights  of  sight-seeing  and  meeting  interesting  people, 
has  been  the  joy  of  bringing  home  a  distinctive  kind  of  souve¬ 
nirs  historic  items  showing  how  forefathers  of  mine  fitted 
into  and  helped  make  the  intricate  pattern  we  call  the  American 
way  of  life. 

The  sources  cited  here  are  either  original  or,  next  best,  au¬ 
thoritative  copies  of  originals,  such  as  deeds  and  church 
records,  which  I  personally  examined*  Many  repositories  have 
furnished  the  material  used*  Their  names  appear  under  SOURCES, 
at  the  end  of  this  book.  I  deeply  appreciate  the  privilege  of 
access  to  these  reposi tories ,  and  have  only  praise  for  the  con¬ 
siderate  helpfulness  of  their  officials  and  assistants  wherever 
I  have  worked  &

whom  I  have  conferred  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States.

vSecondly,  my  son  Jacob  Alt  shall  have  my  place  and  all  that  I 
have  for  £105*,  and  as  the  children  become  of  age  he  shall  pay

£15.  good  lawful  money  to  each,  and  if  a  child  dies  Cso  sohl 
die  Mauten  das  Keind  Erben  . . .  this  is  unintelligible  to  me 
(H.J.Y.)IM  My  son  Jacob  shall  keep  the  children  and  clothe 
them  until  they  have  learned  a  trade ,  or  as  the  CMautenU  and 
executors  and  my  son  see  fit.  The  children  shall  be  brought 
up  in  the  word  of  God.  My  son  Jacob  shall  give  my  wife  Maria 
Catharina  10  bushels  of  wheat  and  5  bushels  of  corn  each  year 
as  long  as  she  lives,  and  keep  a  cow  for  her  (she  shall  have 
her  choice  of  my  cows),  and  my  son  shall  give  her  100  pounds 
of  pork  each  year,  and  10s.  cash,  and  if  it  no  longer  pleases 
my  wife  to  live  with  my  son,  he  shall  build  her  a  separate 
house,  and  make  a  garden  there.  The  bed  and  one  chest  my  wife 
shall  have,  2  tin  dishes,  a  ChefleinD  to  make  soup  and  a 
Cschmeltz  penlein-melting  pan?!!  and  a  lamb  for  making  C illegi¬ 
ble!!  my  wife  shall  have  that  so  long  as  she  lives  and  remains 
a  widow;  but  if  she  marries  again  she  shall  receive  from  my 
son  Jacob  the  grain  and  corn,  but  the  feeding  of  the  cow,  and 
sowing  of  the  flax  shall  no  longer  be  done  for  her  when  she 
remarries.  As  executors  I  have  nominated  Johannes  Keckedorn 
and  Andreas  Schenck.  This  is  and  remains  my  last  will,

Henry  Conrad  the  Sum  of  thirteen  Pounds  Sixteen  Shillings  & 
eleven  pence  Subject  to  Destribution  of  which  The  Sum  of  four 
Pounds  twelve  Shillings  and  Three  pence  is  the  Widows  Third 
v/hich  Sum  the  Court  do  decree  that  the  said  Henry  retain  in 
his  hand  in  full  of  his  Wifes  Third  of  the  personal  Estate  of 
the  said  Deceased  And  the  Court  do  decree  that  the  said  Henry 
do  pay  unto  Adam  Alt  the  Sum  of  two  Pound  and  one  Shilling  in 
full  of  his  share  of  the  personal  Estate  of  the  said  Deceased 
and  do  pay  unto  Jacob,  Frederick,  Henrich,  Conrad,  Katrina, 
Valentine,  and  Philip  Alt  or  to  the  Guardians  of  such  of  them 
as  are  under  age  (if  not  already  paid)  the  Sum  of  tv/enty 
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Shillings  and  six- pence  each  and  thereupon  the  Court  do  order 
him  Quietus v  " 

Valentin  Alt  was  married  twice*  The  second  wife  was  a 
daughter  of  Martin  and  Anna  Catharina  Schmidt,  of  Feuershau- 
sen[?],  in  Osingen,  Maria  Catharina  was  born  December  1, 

1722,  and  died  June  10,  1759,  of  the  measles.  After  Valen¬ 
tin'S  death,  she  married,  as  mentioned  above,  Henry  Conrad, 

by  whom  she  had  one  child,  both  Henry  and  this  child  surviving

Adam  was  the  oldest  surviving  child  of  Valentin  Alt  and

I,  Adam  Ault,  of  the  borough  of  Hanover,  in  the  county  of 
York,  and  state  of  Pennsylvania,  being  weak  in  body,  but  of 
sound  disposing  mind  and  memory,  take  this  occasion  to  make 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  in  order  to  arrange  every 
thing  necessary  in  regard  to  ■  such  worldly  Estate,  as  I  am 
present  possessed  of,  and  which  is  my  property.  -  It  is  there¬ 
fore  my  will,  and  I  order  hereby 
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Firstly % -  My  beloved  daughter  Elizabeth  Lipp  shall  have 
and  receive,  and  keep  in  possession  during  her  life  time,  the 
two- story  brick  Dwelling  House  and  Lot  of  Ground,  in  York 
Street,  in  the  borough  of  Hanover,  wherein  I  at  present  reside, 
and  my  said  daughter  Elizabeth  Lipp  shall  also  keep  in  her 
possession,  and  for  her  own  use  and  benefit,  the  land  owned 
by  me  within  the  limits  of  the  borough  of  Hanover,  and  in 
Heidelberg  township,  York  county,  woodland  as  well  as  clear 
land  -  in  short,  all  my  Real  and  Personal  Property,  of  every 
description,  I  hereby  will  and  bequeath  hereby  to  my  daughter 
Elizabeth  Lipp,  for  her  to  hold  the  same  as  her  sole  property 
during  her  natural  life. 

Secondly  I  hereby  also  order  and  direct  that  my  afore¬ 
said  daughter  Elizabeth  Lipp  shall  pay  all  my  just  and  honest 
debts,  in  case  any  such  debts  shall  be  found  standing  against 
me. 

Thirdly s-  After  the  decease  of  my  said  daughter  Elizabeth 
Lipp,  all  the  afore-described  property,  real  and  personal, 
then  remaining,  shall  revert  to  her  son,  Alexander  Lipp,  who 
then  shall  be  the  sole  owner  of  the  same.  And  in  case  of  his 
death,  and  leaving  legitimate  children,  the  said  property, 
real  and  personal,  shall  revert  to  his  said  legitimate  children, 
and  be  equally  divided  between  them,  share  and  share  alike.  - 
But  if  the  said  Alexander  Lipp  should  die  without  having 
legitimate  children,  the  aforesaid  property  shall  be  sold

Fourthly s-  Whereas  my  above  named  daughter  Elizabeth  Lipp, 
has  also  a  daughter,  named  Isabella  Lipp,  who,  on  account  of 
bodily  infirmities,  is  not  able  to  support  herself  through 
life,  it  is  my  desire  to  make  provision  for  her  maintenance  in 
the  following  manner.0  Whenever,  at  the  decease  of  my  said 
daughter  Elizabeth  Lipp,  my  Heal  and  Personal  Estate  shall 
come,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament,  into  the  possession  of  her  son,  Alexander 
Lipp,  he,  the  said  Alexander  Lipp,  shall  make  sufficient  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  his  said  sister, 
Isabella  Lipp,  as  long  as  she  lives,  so  that  nothing  is  wanting 
for  her  subsistence  in  food  and  clothing,  and  other  necessaries 
And  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  said  Alexander  Lipp,  a  suffi¬ 
cient  sum  of  money  shall  be  retained  out  of  the  aforesaid  pro¬ 
perty  for  her  maintenance  and  support,  which  shall  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  Trustee, to  be  appointed  by  the  proper 
authority,  who  shall  be  bound  to  execute  the  contents  of  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament,  in  so  far  as  it  regards  the  said 
Isabella  Lipp,  truly  and  faithfully,  -  And  after  the  decease 
of  the  said  Isabella  Lipp,  the  money  so  reserved  shall  be

"jf  N  AMSTERDAM  IS  A  CHURCH  of  special  interest  to  man}-  members 
of  Huguenot  societies  in  America. 

The  Eglise  Wallonne  stands  a  five-minute  walk  from  the  great  square 
on  which  fronts  the  Royal  Palace  of  the  Netherlands.  This  church  with  the 
French  name  is  known  to  the  townspeople  as  De  Oude  Walenkerk.  Its  loca¬ 
tion  is  found  on  local  maps  by  tracing  a  route  along  streets  and  across  canals 
bearing  Dutch  names.  The  clerk  at  the  V.V.V.  (tourist  bureau)  said,  in 
English:  “Follow  Damstraat  till  you  have  crossed  the  second  bridge;  turn 
right  at  the  Achterburgwal  and  you  will  see  the  church.”  And  there  it  was, 
between  Hoogstraat  and  Spinhuissteeg,  at  the  back  of  a  small  square,  the 
Walenpleintje. 

It  was  here  that  exiles  fleeing  from  France  because  of  the  Revocation 
of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  in  1685  found  freedom  to  worship  according  to  their 
own  rites  and  in  their  own  language.  Here  they  became  part  of  a  Protestant 
congregation  already  almost  a  century  old.  Those  earlier  exiles  had  fled 
from  Spanish  persecution  in  the  Belgian  provinces  of  Liege,  Luxemburg, 
Namur,  Hainaut,  and  Brabant,  where  they  were  known  as  Walloons.  By 
1586  so  many  of  them  had  come  into  Amsterdam  that  the  government  gave 
them  the  ancient  building  on  the  east  side  of  the  Achterburg  for  their  own 
center  of  worship,  hence  the  name  Walenkerk.  As  their  number  increased 
a  second  church  was  needed;  hence  the  old  one  became  De  Oude  Walenkerk. 

The  building  was  originally  a  chapel  of  the  Paulist  Brothers,  built  in 
1409.  The  Paulists  left  the  building  in  1457,  and  it  remained  vacant  for  a 
long  time.  In  1558  the  town  council  purchased  this  “Klooster,”  and  used  it 
for  various  religious  and  charitable  purposes  until  they  turned  it  over  to 
the  Belgian  exiles. 

Today  the  church  is  an  impressive  piece  of  architecture,  outside  and 
inside.  Its  antiquity  is  obvious,  but  there  are,  at  least  to  this  la}rman’s  eyes, 
no  signs  of  decay.  The  style  is  seventeenth  century.  Modernization  is  appar¬ 
ent  in  some  elements,  but  there  seems  complete  harmony  of  the  new  and 
the  old. 

A  plaque  on  a  great  beam  across  the  middle  of  the  church  gives  these 
data,  in  French,  of  course:  Founded  1409,  repaired  1647,  enlarged  1661, 
rebuilt  1816.  Elsewhere  one  learns  that  in  1891  the  interior  was  improved 
but  with  original  details  retained  so  far  as  possible.  And  later  still,  electri¬ 
fication  replaced  the  earlier  candle  lighting,  but  chandeliers  of  seventeenth 
century  style  carry  the  bulbs.  In  earlier  days  tombstones  covered  the  floor, 
but  a  wooden  layer  now  overlays  the  tombs.  The  beautiful  organ  dates 
from  1680;  it  has  been  enlarged  and  repaired  from  time  to  time;  its  tone  is 
movingly  rich.

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Baptismal  Certificate  of  Abraham  Levan 
Born  1698 

For  me,  a  visitor  to  Holland  in  1963,  the  Eglise  Wallonne  had  special 
interest.  It  was  to  this  church  that  one  of  my  ancestors,  Abraham  Levant, 
born  September  20,  1693,  was  brought  for  baptism  by  his  parents,  Daniel 
Levant  and  Marie  Beau.  One  Sunday  morning  I  went  to  worship  in  that 
church,  going  early  enough  for  a  leisurely  look  at  some  of  the  striking 
characteristics  of  the  place.  I  paused  at  the  large  front  door  and  read  the 
inscription  over  it:  Genese  XXVIII  vers  17,  C’est  ici  la  Maison  de  Dieu  et 
la  porte  des  Cieux.  (Genesis  28: 17.  Here  is  the  house  of  God  and  the  door 
of  Heaven.)  Noticing  smaller  doors,  one  on  each  side  of  the  vestibule-like 
entry,  I  read  over  the  south  one:  Pseaume  V  vers  8  J’entrerai  en  ta  Maison 
avec  Reverense.  (Psalms  5:8.  I  will  enter  into  thy  house  with  reverence.) 
Over  the  north  door  is  inscribed:  Mat.  XXI  vers  13.  Ma  maison  est  la 
maison  d’oraison.  (Mat.  21: 13.  My  house  is  the  house  of  prayer.) 

Upon  entering  the  sanctuary  I  saw  that  men  and  women  do  not  sit  in 
separate  sections,  as  historians  tell  us  they  used  to  do.  There  were  no  ushers; 
so  each  worshiper  chose  his  own  seat,  picking  up  a  hymn  book  as  he  passed 
a  stack  in  a  rear  pew.  The  central  section  of  pews  faces  the  elevated  pulpit, 
midway  along  the  north  side.  Across  each  end  of  the  central  section  is 
another  section  of  seats  at  right  angles  to  it.  Back  of  the  central  seating  and 
slightly  higher  and  separated  from  it  by  a  partition  is  a  special  row  of  seats, 
each  with  a  huge  Bible  beside  it.  On  this  Sunday  no  one  sat  there. 

The  service  was  in  French  (in  spots  beyond  my  acquaintance  with  the 
language!).  The  hymns,  dating  from  the  sixteenth  century,  were  sung  with 
fine  spirit,  led  and  supported  by  the  splendid  organ.  The  sermon  was  elo¬ 
quent.  The  announcements,  read  by  the  pastor,  indicated  an  active,  dynamic 
parish.  To  a  mid-west  American,  in  a  great  city  in  the  Netherlands,  in  a 
sanctuary  full  of  reflections  of  long-gone  times,  worshiping  in  a  service  of 
such  special  character,  almost  overwhelming  was  the  feeling  that  the  faith 
of  our  Fathers  has  indeed,  there,  kept  alive  and  strong  the  spirit  of  the 
Huguenots. 
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BIBLIOTHEQUE  WALLONNE 

rHHE  NAME  BIBLIOTHEQUE  WALLONNE  (Walloon  library)  would 

attract  the  attention  of  any  descendant  of  either  Huguenots  or  Walloons. 
For  the  express  purpose  of  doing  research  in  that  library,  I  went  to  Leiden. 
The  walk  from  the  railway  station  to  this  repository  of  French  historj'-  leads 
along  streets  and  over  canals,  all  bearing  Dutch  names:  Stationsweg, 
Steenstraat,  Rapenburg,  Kloksteeg,  past  the  massive  St.  Pieterskerk  (reli¬ 
gious  center  of  the  Pilgrims  during  their  Holland  interlude) ,  across  Nieuw- 
steeg  to  the  modestty  housed  Bibliotheque. 

A  mammoth  card  catalog  there  shows  for  each  person  listed  his  connec¬ 
tion  with  a  Walloon  church  in  Holland;  in  some  cases  his  earlier  place  of 
residence  is  stated;  in  many  cases  his  parents  are  named.  More  than  a 
hundred  searchers  labored  for  more  than  twenty  years  to  collect  and  record 
the  information  which  fills  the  thousands  of  cards  now  filed  in  tiers  of  steel 
cabinets  in  the  justly  celebrated  library. 

The  research  hours  were  from  two  to  four  P.  M.  At  two  I  was  at  the 
door!  After  the  preliminaries  of  the  introduction  I  handed  to  the  Director, 
Herr  H.  Boeke,  who  is  a  historian  and  linguist,  the  list  of  family  names  I 
hoped  to  find  there:  Beau,  D’Harcourt,  De  Hart,  Levan  (t) ,  Renoll(e)  (y)- 
(et) ,  Werner  (with  some  of  its  variations) .  After  a  few  minutes  among  the 
files  Herr  Boeke  brought  back  cards  for  every  name  I  had  handed  in.  Every 
one  had  information,  some  so  much  that  there  was  not  time  enough  that 
day  for  me  to  copy  everything  I  wanted;  so  I  arranged  for  abstracts  to  be 
sent  to  me.  The  visit  to  that  distinguished  library  was  a  gratifying  reward 
for  including  Leiden  in  the  itinerary.  Besides  that  special  joy  were  added 
the  ones  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  even  the  casual  tourist,  the  many  places  of 
historic  interest,  the  many  points  of  special  scenic  appeal,  and  everywhere 
the  atmosphere  of  gracious  hospitality  with  which  this  city  has  been  sur¬ 
rounding  strangers  for  centuries.
